Caldwell also reminded 
that young college students, 
and others, just turning 18 
years of age, must regis- 
ter within five days after 
their birthday. 

‘Tt is not necessary,” 
Caldwell said, ‘‘for a stu- 
dent to return to hishome- 
town to register. He may 
go to the local board near- 
est his institution and reg- 
ister, Each new registrant 
should bear in mind,’’ 
Caldwell explained, ‘‘that 
when registering, the place 
of residence entered in 
Item 2 of the Registration 
Card (SSS Form No, 1) 
determines the local board 
that will always have jur~ 
isdiction over the regis- 
trant.”’ 

In other words, students 
should be absolutely cer- 
tain to write the name of 
their hometown on Line 2 
of the card, and to keep 
in mind that all young men 
reaching 18 are required 
by law to register. Also, 
it is the responsibility of 
the young man in college, 
university, or trade school 
to see that his institution 
has notified the local board 
that he is enrolled.
